In  awarding  points  to  the  competing  teams,  the 
panel  of  judges  employs  the  universally  accepted 
Olympic  scoring  system.  In  this  method  of  judg- 
ing, points  are  awarded  in  four  categories  ( 1 ) pos- 
ture and  appearance,  (2)  rhythm  and  tempo,  (3) 
execution  and  (4)  variety.  In  each  category,  the 
judges  award  5 points  for  excellent,  4 points  for 
good,  3 points  for  fair  and  2 points  for  poor.

Except  in  the  Jitterbug  Jive,  all  couples  will  be  judged  during 
a three-minute  dance  period.  In  the  Jive,  this  judging  period  will 
be  only  two  minutes. 

In  the  Rumba,  the  first  minute  and  a half  will  be  danced  to 
slow  tempo;  the  second  minute  and  a half  to  fast  tempo. 

In  the  four  ballroom  dances,  there  shall  be  no  open  dancing. 
Partners  must  maintain  contact,  with  at  least  fingertips  touching, 
at  all  times.  Open  and  acrobatic  steps,  including  the  Westchester, 
Lindy  and  kindred  steps  are  permitted  in  the  Jive. 

Polka  competition  includes  all  regular  polka  steps.  It  will  be 
danced  to  lively  tempo.  The  Polka  is  not  included  in  the  ballroom 
divisions  and  the  winners  do  not  qualify  for  the  all-around  ballroom 
championship.
